FORMER EMPLOYE OF DOCTOR TELLS WHY HE TOLD 


OF EVA SWAN'S MURDER; GRANT WOULD NOT PAY HIM

My name Is Ben Gordon, and I 


am' 30 years of a«re. I worked for 
Dr. James Grant at 129* Golden 
Gate 
avenue 
for 
about ten or 
twelve days. When I stopped work 
for him he was owlns me about 
138, and he still owes mo. tHls, and 
I have never been able to g«t It. 
Last Saturday night I went to him 
and asked 'him for- the money, as 
I wanted to go, to Bakersfleld.

g'ave me S3 and told me to get out 
of town or he would rip me wide 
open with bullets If I ever nhowed 
up around that corner again. 


He did not know that I knew of 
his secret and I then said to him: 
"Willie Sanchea 
told 
m« all 
•bout yon — all, and I am apt to 
fool you." Then I left. 
Monday 
I called him up on the telephone 
and he cursed me. I said I would 
tell the police If lie did not pay me 
what he owed me and he told me 
he would shoot mo. Then I went 
to a doctor 
friend of mine and 
told him the story and anked him 
what I should do. He told me he 
would flx the matter for me and I 
wrnt hack to his 
office

oVIock and there I met two plain 
clothes detectives. I told them the 
atory- a* It liad been told to me 
and they took me to police head- 
quarters where I again told them 
wlmt I had been told. 
DISTRIBUTED 


The first I 
knew about 
Dr. 
Grant was through Wa, employing; 
mo to distribute circulars for him. 
He had a boy by the name of Wil- 
lie Saaches working for him and 
we became very good friends. One 
day Willie aald to me, "The doc- 
tor is going away on a vacation. 
Hr 
has 
a house rented for six 
months and there Is still another 
month to run, and. you can go and 
live there If you want to." I said 
all right and he took me up past 
327 Eureka street. 
At first he 


passed the house and wen- on to 
where there was a vacant ot, and 
he loooked aa if he was s udyinp 
about something. 
I said, "Well, 
aJn t you going to show )ne the 
house?" 
Then he said, • I kind 


of forg-ot the number." Tien he 
said, "Well, come on," and lie took 
me to the -house. 


When I looked into the house 
the furniture was all cover* d with 
dust. an,d I said to mymlf, "There 
has been no one 
living 
n this 
house for seven or eight m>nths." 
But I never tola Saaches th.it. He 
said, "Do you think you v ant to 
stay here?" And I said, "' don't 
think I do." 
SAACHES TELLS OP C1JME. 


Then we left. 
I had a fenr dol- 
lars and we went down to\-n and 
had a few drinks. We wer.• look- 
ins In the store windows, ; jid he 
finally 
said: "You are .•. g-ood 
friend of mine. 
I don't wait you 
to go out to that house, lecause 
you are liable to get into tr mblc." 
Then he told me this story: 


"One 
day, the. latter 
r art of 
April, Dr. Grant performed in op- 
eratlon on a girt, and she wi s very 
sick and died. The iloctor got a 
trunk and put her In it. T icn he 
told mo to go and get an e- prtws- 
man. I helped him take tin trunk 
down to the wagon, and we drove 
with the trunk over to the 'house 
on Eureka street. I first tad to 
(r<> and make arrangement i with 
tlie acentg to hire the housj. On 
two different nights Uw- doctor and 
myself worked digging the mle in 
the basement. When we go it big 
enough we put the body ii to the 
hole and covered it over w th ce- 
ment. 
"After we got the body ii to the 
hole I refused to help the doctor 
do any more. 
The doctor 
took 
about 
two 
gallonR of acid and 
threw it over the body an I then 
he began to put cement orer It, 
and I helped him do that." 


That is the story Willie Saache 


of 191 Albion avenue told me as 
near as I can remember It. Two 
or three days later we were going 
past "The 
Examiner" 
office on 
Geary street and Willie 
said to 
me. "Come in here and I will show 
you who th« girl was." We went 
into the office and looked at. the 
files and he turned to May 1st and 
sho'wed mo ivhere a girl by the 
name of Eva Swan had disappear- 
ed. He told me that she was the 
girl they had burled In the house 
on Eureka street. 


SAACHE DISAPPEARS. 


A few days later both of us 
went up to Sacramento and work- 
ed for some time for the Spring 
Valley Irrigation Company. 
We 
only worked for the company for 
a few days and then we quit and 
we went back to Sacramento. Then 
one day Saache grave me the slip 
and I have never seen htm since. 
Before he left he tore up a picture 
\ve had had taken together and I 
found the pieces of papers on the 
floor after he had gone. 


I went from Sacramento to Ore- 
gon and worked all through the 
northern part of the »tate and fin- 
ally came to San Francisco. I atay- 
ed here a little while. I went to 
sea Dr. Grant to see .if he would 
pay me the money he owed me, 
but he would not. Then I went 
up to Portland again. 
I thought 
maybe I could find Saache and get 
him to come and see the doctor ror 
me. But I did not find him and I 
finally came back to 8a,n Francis- 
co last Saturday. 
Then I went 
again to aee the doctor. This time 
I told him if he did not pay me 
that I would tell what I knew, and 
you know the rest. Willie Saache 
also told me that he thought Dr. 
Grant had another name and that 
his right name was Thompson and 
trmt he came to California from 
Georgia.

There ds no more efficient means of developing chronic 


nervousness In the average man than that of driving an 
automobile. 
It does not matter how complacent and 


lethargic the Individual be. let him take up motoring 
fcnd in less than a month he -will bscome co-iscious of a 
disturbing element in his makeup which l:e never ex. 
perlenced before. He has contracted the aut ^mobile eye. 
. This most sensitive of organs I.-: called i pon to per- 
form a hitherto unknown task. Its activity Is Increased 
a. hundredfold, and this acuto strain gradually''Intensi- 
fies so as to affect the entire syst-Tn. Of course these 
conditions apply particularly to tl.oso who have taken 
•up auto driving as a profession or have become in- 
oculated by the speed mania. 
Yet even people who 


»re but moderately addicted to the automobile haolt will 
'have thejr eyes more, or less affectfd. 


In the Interest of the public as well as thr> Individual, 


nobody who Is nearsighted or who Is afflicted by any 
defect of the eyo should over drive an automobile. 
While of course a thorough knowledge of tho mechan- 
ism should bo an Imperative requisite for the granting 
of a license to a driver, just r.s much Importance 
should be placed on tho applicant's ability to judge dis- 
tances and distinguish colors and shapes of objects. 
He should be examined as to the condition of his 
Byes after a test run at a given speed. 
This feature 


has been introduced with success In sorn-» European 
:auntrles.

After 


each excitation of the nerves a perlrd of Iner-ia follows, 
lasting about one-tenth of a secor.d. and rurlng this 
period a new impression cannot he made. 


Ay-cording to the Investigations of this scientist a 


person cnnnot make more than ter, or a.t t h e most a 
dozen, separate voluntary movements of any kind ftl a 
eecond. although the muscles, independently of the will. 
are capable of making as many .is thirty or forty. 


Accepting this as a fact or nt least as a base, it 


accounts fnr the at times Ir.expllcnl le accide tts In rac- 
ing and even whil» running at a mor eratfl jpred. If the. . 
muscles, irrespective of the will, ailed by a transient. 
no matter how swift, illusion of th ' eye. m: ke a falsa 
movement. It may hrlng death ant" disaster, while at 
that partl'tilnr second the driver w.is really blameless. 
This, as a matter of course, only Concerns drivers of 
racing cars, arid these of all men ought to pay rcoJt 
^particular nttf-nlion to their ej-es.

Big Discrepancy in Testimony. 


•~ In the Innumerable lawsuits concerning automobile 
accidents caused by excessive speed or horses belnff 
driven at too swift a gait, there Is always an almost 
comical discrepancy In the testimony for and against 
as regards the pace at the time the accident occurred. 
T-here Is the omnipresent eyewitness who solemnly 
swears that the automobile "shot past like a cannon 
ball." and another who declares that It went "like a 
flash of lightning-." These expressions are common, in 
fact so common that no judge pays much attention to 
them, since, as a matter of fact, not one out of & 
thousand cases In which these, terms are used has the 
speed of the moving object under discussion approxi- 
mated anything :ika sixty, forty, or even thirty mtlfti 
an hour.

Chicago had a. practical Illustration of this misjudg- 


ment of the eye as to speed a. few weeks ago. An auto- 
mobile driver was arrested in Sheridan road on the 
complaint of a man who saiid he barely escaped with his 
life by leaping to the sidewalk. He Insisted that tho 
machine was driven at fifty or sixty miles an hour. 
The owner of the automobile, who happened to be the 
driver, flatly denied the charge. He had no speedometer. 
ibut said he would be pleased to pay the fine and throw 
In the machine'In the -bargain If any one could make 
It run twenty miles an hour. The Judge accepted the 
proposition, a thorough trial was made, and It was 
found impossible to run this spluttering and noisy ma- 
chine faster than eighteen miles an hour!
